His experience on the 
field of Gettsburg, recounted by The

General Callis was in charge of gov­ 
ernment troops in the south during 
the “ reconstruction” period and was 
entrusted with the duty of protecting 
the freedmen. As he stood in front of 
J^aadquarters in Huntsville, Ala , one 
day a negro hurried up with the word 
th a t a man had a colored woman tied 
to a post near town and was whip­ 
ping her. 
General Callis jumped on 
his horse 
and spurred away. 
He 
found the man cow-hiding his victim 
most brutally. „ 
“ Stop th at!” he cried. 
“ ITI stop when I got ready,” 
s 
the southerner defiantly. 
General 
Callis 
dismounted 
and > 
started into the yard. 
There was a 
movement of the otb cr man’s hand 
th at told of a pistol, and the general's 
sword was out m an instant. 
The 
next moment the woman-beater had 
been cut down and the woman was 
free. 
A few months after that the negroes 
of northern Alabama presented him 
w ith the $300 gold watch which he 
carries. 
It is from Tiffany’s and on 
the back the Ecene of the whipping 
post is engraved. 
Inside is an appro­ 
priate inscription. 
R eliev e d B y G eneral H uger. 
General Callis held command 
at 
Huntsville until he was elected to con­ 
gress frcm the Fifth Alabama district 
in 1869. 
Then he was relieved by 
General Thomas H. Huger. 
It was 
about this time that Ku Klux were 
riding. 
General Callis was in a group 
of northern men, army officers, state 
officers and others in front of the 
Huntsville hotel in 1871 when three 
hundred of the white robed cavalry 
swept in from every direction, sur­ 
rounded the public square and fired a 
▼olley th at killed sixteen of the hotel 
gathering. 
Before the smoke had 
cleared away the riders were gone as

before he blurted out a tirade of 
abuse of that gentleman and without 
asking the prisoner if he had anything 
to say, as is customary, hastened to 
deliver judgment for the defendant’s 
imprisonment for 30 days for criticis­ 
ing in his paper the aciion of the 
judge in a case which had been adun­ 
cated. 
It was proven, however, that 
Rosewater did not write the local 
article or order it to be written. 
Such ostentatious malevolence by a 
judge in a district court bench and 
such penetrability to criticism, rather 
seems to confirm the justness of the

shown unlawful partiality in the dis­ 
position of certain cases.

that a judge is above criticism in a 
matter adjudicated is an assumption 
of which the judicial mind everywhere 
should be relieved.

Professor Moseley describes 
an interesting experiment in point 
made during the voyage of the Chal­ 
lenger.

The glass tube itself, 
within its flannel wrapper, was found, 
when withdrawn, reduced to a fine 
powder, like snow alm ost W hat had 
happened was that the seated glass 
tube, sinking to gradually increasing 
depth, had held out long against the 
pressure, but this at last had become 
too great for tho glass to sustain 
and the tube had suddenly given 
way. 
So violent had been the col­ 
lapse th at the water had not had 
time to rush in at the perforations, 
but instead had crushed the copper 
wall and brought equilibrium in thai 
manner, and this process is exactly 
the reverse of an explosion and is 
termed by Sir Wyville Thompson an 
“implosion.”
